ADVISORY ACTION 

Applicant's arguments filed March 19, 2008 have been fully considered but have not 
been found to be persuasive. 

1 . Applicant's argues, on page 6 of the remarks dated March 19, 2008, that Freiburger et al 
is non - analogous art because it is directed to a film for garments and diapers. 

However, Claim 24 is directed only to an extrudate, and therefore does not exclude 
Freiburger et al, which is an extrudate. 

Applicant also argues, on page 9, that Freiburger et al is non - porous and that holes are 
not introduced into the film. 

However, as stated on page 2 of the previous Action, Freiburger et al discloses an 
interpenetrating network of PTFE and silicone and therefore discloses a silicone domains that are 
capable of being extracted to create pores. 

Applicant also argues, on page 12, that there is no incentive to combine Freiburger et al 
and Randall et al because Freiburger et al is directed to a garment. 

However, Freiburger discloses a film, as stated on page 2 of the previous Action, and is 
therefore not limited to a garment. 

Applicant also argues on page 12 that Randall et al does not teach an IPN. 

However, an IPN is disclosed by Freiburger et al; furthermore, as stated on page 2 of the 
previous Action, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to have provided 
for the film of Freiburger et al in Randall et al. 

Applicant also argues on page 13 that Chuter does not teach an IPN. 
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However, an IPN is disclosed by Freiburger et al; furthermore, as stated on page 2 of the 
previous Action, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to have provided 
for the film of Freiburger et al in Chuter.
